REBELS HARD TO CATCH. 


Manila, June 6.—8:30 a. m.—The 


American forces have occupied the 
peninsula and General Hall's column 
is encamped at Morong. Major Tru- 
man, marching across from Binang- 
onan, found it impracticable to form 
a cordon; and the insurgents, with 
the exception of a hundred or two, 
escaped through the mountains after 
General Pio del Pilar, dragging their 
battery by buffaloes at night. A few, 
however, may be trapped. 


The Washington tioops have re- 


turned to Pasig, but the program of 
the other troops is uncertain. 


The present expedition shows the 


difficulty which is encountered by an 
army which must depend upon wa- 
gon trains in catching 
bare-footed 


bandits in their own mountains, and 
also gives proof that the -rebels do 
not intend to fight battles. 


General Hall left Santa Teresa yes- 


terday morning and marched twelve 
miles to Morong, up'and down the 
rocky hills and through woods and 
Swamps. 


Scores of his men fell out owing to 


the extreme heat and were left to 
follow as best they could. The head 
of the army arrived at Morong at 
noon, having exchanged only a few 
shots with insurgent skirmishers on 
the way. 


Groups of stragglers followed all 


day, but the force was 300 smaller 
than when it started. The men were 
Almost thirty-six hours without ra- 
tions, and it was considerable of an 
achievement for them to cover the 
ground they did. 


Bn route to Morong the Americans 


met flocks of Filipinos under flags of 
tfuee, many of them young men with 
the hearing of soldiers. 


Many discarded uniforms were 


found tn the houses, apparently those 
of soldiers who 
had escaped 
by 


changing their costumes from "in- 
•urrecto" to "amigo," and walking 
boldly past the army, which had «x 
p«!t*d to cbttal thWn.

Detroit, Mich., June 6.—The De- 


troit street railway commission will 
tonight submit practical means for 
carrying out the municipal owner- 
ship of Detroit street railways. Two 
oidinances will be presented to the 
common council, one to secure the 
bonds proposed to be issued by the 
"Municipal 
Street 
Railway com- 


pany" (corporation proposed to be 
organized within the commission it- 
self) to the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way company, a consolidation of the 
various street railway companies. 


The other ordinance grants an 


operating franchise to the Municipal 
Railway company, authorizing it to 
operate all the lines in the city on 
straight three-cent fares, or five for 
15 cents. 


A security franchise to be given 


to the Metropolitan company, to se- 
cure the purchase price, is in process 
of preparation. It provides five-cent 
fares, or six for a quarter in the 
event of a failure to pay for the 
roads and reversion of the property 
to its present owners. 


There is considerable question as to 


how the common council will stand 
on the matter, but it is believed that 
the ordinances will pass. 


Apia, Samoa, May 31.—Via Auck- 


land, N. Z., June 6.—Malietoa and 
Tamasses have visited the members 
of the Samoan commission on board 
the United States transport Badger 
and Mataafa visited them the fol- 
lowing morning. 


Neither of them was recognized as 


king. 
Mataafa expressed willing- 


ness to abide by the commissioner's 
decision 'and blamed the Europeans 
for the trouble here. 
The commis- 


sioners informed him that they had 
the power to establish a government 
with or without a king. 
Mataafa 


thought the Samoans should have a 
king, but expressed willingness to 
disarm his followers and leave the 
matter in the hands of the commis- 
sion. 


The Germans acted, for the first 


time in many months, with the rep- 
resentatives of the other powers and 
have officially sent a guard ashore. 


The naval authorities and the mis- 


sion societies have submitted their 
views to the commission and the 
latter, by proclamation, fixed May 
27 as the date for the natives to sur- 
render their arms. 


Mataafa, however, asked for an ex- 


tension of the time until today, when 
he surrendered 1,800 guns on board 
the Badger. The Malietoaus are not 
disarmed. 


The United States cruiser Philadel- 


phia, flying the flag of Admiral 
Kautz, sailed May 21, and the Brit- 
ish and German consuls, Mr. E. B. 
S. Maxse and Herr Rose, proceed to 
Europe June 17. 


Queen Victoria's birthday was cele- 


brated with great rejoicings, about 
3,000 strong men of the Malietoa 
party attending the festivities at Ma- 
linuu in the presence of the Biitish 
consul and naval officers. 


The procession visited the graves 


of the British and Americans and 
then marched to the graves of the

G. R. & I. made it necessary for that 
railway to use the tracks of the Chi- 
cago & Erie to Ohio City, 0., and 
fiom 
there to Cold water, 0., the 


tracks of the Cincinnati Northern, 
and thence westwaid the tracks of 
the L. E. & W. George H. Greena- 
walt, an employe of the Cincinnati 
Northern, acted as pilot for the G. R. 
& I. engineer, while on the Cincin- 
nati Northern tracks. 
The engine 


was derailed and Greenawalt was 
killed in Ohio. On February 13 last 
Herman Michael qualified as admin- 
istrator of Mr. Greenawalt's estate, 
which consisted of $10 in cash. On 
June 2 Mr. Michael commenced suit 
for damages against tue Grand Rap- 
ids and Indiana railway. Tne com- 
pany contends that there is no cause 
for action and that Mr. Michael is 
not legally administrate!, as the de- 
ceased's property was never in Indi- 
ana and that he was a citizen of 
Michigan employed in Ohio. 


The company contends that the let- 


ters of administi ation are null and 
void and that the Indiana couits 
have no jurisdiction, and for this 
reason petitions that the letters of 
administi ation be annulled and that 
Mr. Michael be removed as adminis- 
trator.

She asked her husband what was 


the mattter, but his only response 
was a groan. The deadly drug had 
been swallowed and was already be- 
ginning to take effect.

With the nine lined refrigerator it ia 


necessary that every day the whole in- 
terior of the icebox be gone carefully 
over with strong aoda\ water, and that 
no particle of food be dropped and be 
left for an boor. Under the . rapid 
changes of decomposition and poisoning 
properties gathered as it comes in con- 
tact With, tKe oxide of zinc that ia at 
ail time* to be found within the zinc 
lined ;refrig%ratbr, the entire contents 
of the box become soon impaired, and 
all rendered tot only unfit for food, but 
practically dangerous as food. 


If the zinc lined icebox be iu uae, be 


sure that It is daily cared for in a moat 
perfect manner. Keep the batter in a 
covered dish, and the milk and cream 
also. Place no milk in the refrigerator 
until tvery pastille of animal heat baa 
left it-s'JPlace the jar of milk in a ccol 
place, surrounded by a. dish of cold wa- 
ter. -When perfectly . cool, cover and 
place, in the icebox. Articles so thor- 
oughly covered do not become ' BO cold 
as when lett open to the circulation of 
cold air. given off by the melting of ice. 
But it were better that articles of food 
be leas chilled than that they be exposed 
to the duet of powdery oxide. 


Open the door of the icebox as seldom 


as possible to get along. It is the in 
flowing current of outside air striking 
the wet sidea of; the zinc walls that cor- 
rodes and forms the oxide of zinc. 


Whether the refrigerator be the wood 


lined or the zinc .lined in pattern and 
kind, the idea of saving the ice from 
melting by wrapping it in a blanket 
of cotton or wool is not an idea to be 
entertained. That such wrapping will 
aid in preserving the ice ia true. But 
the question ia whether it were more 
profitable to preserve the food or the 
ice. One cannot do both successfully. 
The air is not nearjy so cold where the 
ice ia wrapped to preserve it, and the 
work of refrigerating and preserving or 
keeping is not neatly 80. well done. An- 
other quite common mistake is that 
made of putting papers on the shelves 
or gratelike racks of the refrigerator. 
The refrigerator that is the driest, cold- 
est and cleanest is the refrigerator that 
is most wholesome, and desirable. — 
Christian Work.

Banting and Kicking Ground*. 
About the most ambitious fish aud 


game club yet projected on this conti- 
nent is the proposed Lake St. John 
Limited Privilege Club, with a proposed 
membership running into the thousands 
and the rights to the fishing and hunt, 
ing contained in 30,000 square miles of 
territory. A few prominent Canadians 
aud Englishmen ore interested in the 
movement, but the great bulk of the 
members will be Americans. 


The promoters of the club have al- 


ready secured, control of nearly all the 
trout and ouauaniche waters of Lake 
St. John and its tributary lakes and riv- 
ers. All the rivers flowing In from the 
north and west, some of which are 200 
or 300 miles long, and all the waters 
connected with them, are already secur- 
ed. Small portion^ of some of the great 
lakes' southern feeders are fished by 
existing clubs that will probably be ab- 
sorbed In the new organization. Ex- 
penditures to Uie amount of $400,000, 
already made In acquiring these rights, 
in erecting hotels at Roberval and the 
Grand Discharge of Lake St. Join* In 
providing steamers on these waters, 
abd for canoes, camp equipment, etc., 
will be assumed by the club. Hatch- 
eries are to be established for both 
trout and ouauaniche to keep up th« 
supply of these fish In all the club wat- 
ers, aud—most important undertaking 
of all—the Atlantic salmon is to be 
planted in all the large rapid river* 
flowing into Lake St. John. 


Arrangements are now being made 


with the Government of the province 
of Quebec for securing two immense 
tracts of territory for game parks foi 
the new club. Each of them is to be 
about 1,000 square miles in extent. One 
of them will run back from Roberval, 
on the west shore of Lake St. John, to- 
ward the St. Maurice district, and the 
other will be southeast of the lake, and 
take In the Lac de la Belle Riviere dis- 
trict, already noted for the quantity of 
large game found therein. These parks 
are to be Abundantly stocked and to be 
Inclosed by heavy wire fencing. The 
fences alone will cost $150,000. In ad- 
dition to moose, elk, caribou and red 
deer, it is proposed to stock these parks 
with the best species of foreign game 
birds from localities enjoying similar 
climatic conditions to those of Canada,

THOMSON IS DEAD 


PRESIDENT OF PENNSYLVANIA 


RAILROAD STRICKEN. 


SUCCUMBS TO HEART-FAILURE 


AFTER AN IttlttSS DATING 


FROM MAY 15. 


BEGAN AT THE BOTTOM RUNG. 


AND AVOUKED HIS WAY TO THE 


HIGHEST POSITION. 


The local officials and employes of 


the 
Pennsylvania company were 


greatly shocked last night by the 
icccipt of the news from Philadel- 
phia of the death of Frank Thom- 
son, 
president of the Pennsylvania 


railroad, which occurred at 7:30 
o'clock. 
Death was unexpected by 


dividing his time between his borne, 
his church and his office. 
He occa- 


sionally permitted himself to walk 
under his trees and see the grass, but 
nevei' craved the tumult and allure- 
ments of the town. Although one of 
our railway magnates, the master of 
an empire, he was the least known of 
her citizens on Philadelphia's high- 
ways. One might see him on rare 
occasions, his thin frame, his deep 
eyes and worn, absorbed face, float- 
ing along in a shy manner, as one in 
meditation. And yet when he came 
to speak with his fellow men—even 
from a platform—it was authority, 
condensation and force, ns one well 
knowing the world and what was 
expected of him. 


Frank Thomson, on the other hand, 


had a clear, wholesome face, knew 
the exquisite mystery of the salmon 
stream, held communion with nature 
in its varied forms. He had high 
accomplishments, knew books and 
the writers of books, cherished pic- 
tures and welcomed the charm and 
solace of music and the peace of mind 
that conies with a good play. 
Like

for several days Mr. Thomson had 
been in a serious condition. Heart 
failure was the immediate cause of 
his demise. He was taken ill while 
out on his annual inspection of the 
Pennsylvania lines three weeks ago 
and the trip was shortened on that 
account. He supposed he was suffer- 
ing from a bilious attack. 


Frank Thomson was born at Cham- 


bersburg, Pa., July 5, 1841, and at- 
tended and was graduated from the 
university in that city. 
When sev- 


enteen years old he became an ap- 
prentice in the Pennsylvania shops 
at Altoona, and had been engaged 
thus but a short time when he at- 
tracted attention from Thomas A. 
Scott, who was then the general su- 
perintendent of the Pennsylvania 
railroad. He was called to the office 
of that gentleman in a clerical ca- 
pacity and in 1861, when Colonel 
Scott was appointed general superin- 
tendent of the government's rail- 
way service, young Thomson was 
made his assistant and in that ca- 


mosf men famous for their prodigious 
achievements in the way of work, 
Mr. Thomson never seemed to be 
busy, was never in a hurry. 
You 


met a cordial, highly bred man of 
the world, apparently his main em- 
ployment looking out of the window 
at the seething mass of traffic that 
goes on and forever on.

errand, whether it was a subscrip- 
tion to a charity ball, or the purchase 
of a new railroad or the repetition 
the latest story of Mr. Depew, re- 
ceived the same courteous interest 
in whatever you were prompted to 
say, and the same quick, decisive 
answer.

pacity he remained nearly to the 
close of the war. 


During this term he was an im- 


portant factor in the accomplishment 
of the greatest transportation move- 
ment of the war—the transfer of two 
entire army corps from the depart- 
ment of the Potomac to the army of 
the Cumberland. 


Thfe directors of the Pennsylvania 


railroad had an eye upon young 
Thomson and at their solicitation he 
resigned his military office to become 
superintendent of the eastern divi- 
sion of the road. That was in 1864 
and two years later he was tempor- 
arily detailed to manage the Oil 
Creek railroad during the oil excite- 
ment, holding the office of division 
superintendent at the same time. In 
1871 the Russian government ap- 
pointed Mr., Thomson agent and as- 
signed him to the duty of attending 
in an advisory capacity the Grand 
Duke Alexis in a long railway trip 
through this country. 
He became 


superintendent of motive power of 
the Pennsylvania railroad, having 
charge of all the shops as well as all 
the rolling stock of the system, in 
June, 1873, and thirteen 
months 


later was appointed general manager 
of the entire system. 
He became 


second vice-president of the road in 
October, 1882, and January 27, 1888, 
he was made first vice-president. 
When George B. Roberts died Mr. 
Thomson was chosen for the presi- 
dency of the road and he assumed the 
duties of that office February 4, 1897. 


Beginning; at the bottom and pass- 


ing through' the various stages of 
railroading made Mr. Thomson the 
efficient man that h« was. He knew 
all about the details and this knowl- 
edge served him we'll-in the manage- 


ambitions his friends never dis- 
covered them. 


Mr. Thomson was a member of the 


Philadelphia club, the Union club, of 
New York, and other prominent clubs 
in both cities. 
Mr. Thomson was a 


widower, his wife, the daughter of 
the late Benjamin G. Clarke, of New 
York, having died in June, 1887. 
Miss Anne Thomson, the only daugh- 
ter, a prominent figure in Philadel- 
phia society, and Frank G. and Clarke 
Thomson, both students at Harvard, 
compose the family. 


Mr. Thomson was recently in this 


city upon his annual inspection of 
the property and lines of the compa- 
ny. He was ailing and remained in 
his car nearly all the time it stopped 
here. It was not known here that he 
was in a dangerous condition and the 
news of his death calne as a shocking 
surprise to the employes of the com- 
pany. 


There will be considerable guess- 


ing as to Mr. Thomson's successor. 
Several men are supposed to be in 
line for the position. 
Among them 


are John P. Green, first vice-presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania railroad, 
and James McCrea, first vice-presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania company, 
which controls the lines west of 
Pittsburg.
